Claim 12, first memory access procedure is selected from a group of procedures 
that includes a memory initialization procedure and a memory test procedure, and 
wherein at least a portion of the first memory access procedure is performed in parallel 
with at least a portion of the second memory access procedure.

Claim 16, at least one additional memory module performing at least one 
additional initialization procedure of second memory locations associated with the at 
least one additional memory module. 

Claim 21, performing an initialization procedure in parallel, in response to 
receiving an initialization command.
